Tons yesterday morning was found 
ing on t h e floor ©f his-room, at the 
Washingtonian 
home, 
strangled 
death. 
H e had committed suicide in 
most determined manner. 


H e Avas admitted to t h e home 
last 
Tuesday, a victim to the use of opium 
cocoaine and Ijeer. 
H e was a wreck 
mentiilly and physically. 
His body was 
emaciated and his limbs were 
almost 
notliing but skin and bones. 
H e was 
brought to the home by a brother 
who 
lives in Fort Wayne, Ind. 
D r . Tons 
said he had indulged in drugs and alco 
hoi for two years. H e took t h e mor 
phint» by mtians of injections and his 
limlis w^ere covered with tiny scars made 
by the hypodermic 
syringe. 
H e 
gift<id Avith a good 
constitution a n d 
stiemed to improve under the treatment 
riKteived at the homti. 
H e was cheerful 
and wanted more food than was alloAved 
him. I t was not considered that he 
rpiired watching, and at 10 o'clock 
Sat- 
urday night he was left in his room. 


At st)me time 
during the iiight lu 
tried to strangle liimself 
with a towoil 
which Avas in the room. H e wrapped it 
around his neck and with an end of the 
toAvel in either hand in vain stniggled to 
chok<! himself into unconsciousness, Ht 
made no noise J)ut took the sheet from 
th(» bed an<l tore tAvo strips from it at 
either side Avhere the selvage made th< 
fabric stronger. 
These he tit^d together 
Avith a noose at one end. 
The other <!nd 
he tied to the foot board of the bed and 
sitting on the floor slipped the iioost 
over his head. H e then threAV himself 
backAvard and held himself 
therti 
until 
he strangkid to death. 
H e Avas found in 
that position yesterday morning. 


Dr. Tons had been a resident of Chi 
cago for five or six years. H e formerly 
lived at 338 Washington boulcA ard and 
had an office at 242 State street. 
Before 
he came to Chicago he had 
been suc- 
cessful in his profession and Avas ac- 
counted as possessing considerablii al)il- 
ity. 
But he 1)egan to take opium and 
and to drink 
beer to excess, 
and began to losi* many of. his j[)atients 
and fall in the social scale. 
He*^ moved 
to 694 West Van 
Buren 
street, but he 
di<l not pay his rent and Avas forced to 
leavi' then- sev(!ral Aveeks ago. T h e 
lumsehold furniture was shipped to D a j - 
toii, Ohio, and Mrs. TonsAvent to Cleve 
land, Avhihi lun- husband 
roomed at 339 
Van Buren street. 


Since the In-eaking uj) of the h<mie 
which he failed to maintiiiii Dr. Tons 
had V)een an onttrast, giving Avay to his 
passions and 
making a Avreck of him- 
self. 
WheJi he Avas enteriid at the 
Washingtonian home he Avas comforta- 
J)ly, ]>ut woie no jeAvclryand liad ¡«"oba- 
bly spent everything IK; had for drugs 
and (Iriiik. 


Dr. Tons Avas forty-five or fifty years 
of ag(i, and had no children. 
The su- 
ix'vintendent of th(i hoimi said yesterday 
that Avhen the course of tri'atm<'nt had 
brought the mall liack to his right 
senses remorse ov«'r his past life and the 
l»reaking uj> of his home had prol)al)ly 
influenced the ¡«it of suicide. 
The coro- 
ner held an in(|uest this morning.

"School Tesichers, Their Duties a n d 
Theii- Rights" Avas the 
subject of the 
sermon preached last evening at t h e 
Thii'd Presbyterian church by the 
i^as- 
tor. Rev. D. S. Kennedy. I t \\ as a time- 
ly topic, because it is the seastm of t h e 
year Avhen the schools all over the coun- 
try are opening for another year of in- 
struction and the speaker liandled it in 
an able and eloquent manner. 


Defining education as the develojiing 
of the Avhole man, the liody, the soul 
and the mind, and as the draAving out of 
the faculties God had put in him; he 
spoke of the duty to Avhom this difficult 
task Avas assigned and 
explained 
hoAv 
the responsibility of the education of 
the young Avas taken from the family 
and the state, upon AvJiom the burden 
re.sis, and placed in the hands of the 
teachíír. 


They 
take the i»lace of the parents 
and the state in the edm-ation of the 
young mind and iijion their faithful i)er- 
foniiance of the duty dej^ends the futiirt^ 
Avelfare of the country, as their i)U])ils 
are the <mes Avho Avill be its future citi- 
zens and rulers. I t is the duty of the 
teachers to educíate tlu^ body, the mind 
and the soul of the young' and in the 
discharge of this duty their rights should 
be untrammelled. 


In this <;<mnection the sjieaker advo- 
cated coqioreal 
jiunishment Avhen nec- 
cessaiy and the right of the teacher to 
instinct the juipil in religion and morals 
for the projier forming of character. 


He 
insisted 
that 
teachers 
should 
thoroughly i)reiiare themselves for tl»eir 
avocation, and ha\ing done so, slumld 
be 2>aid the best of remunemtion. 
They 
cannot be over-j^aid. 
The teatiliers in 
this city to-day arti not 2>aid Avhat tht>y 
should Ix? and $40 a month, Avhich most 
of tluim receive, is not an e(2uivalent for 
the serAice they give iuid the t-aleuts 
Avhich they possess. 


After thus discussing their rights the 
sjieaker turned to the tin ties of tin* 
teachers and 
.said they 
ought to be 
models in .society and the world and 
should devi)te themselves to tluir 2>i'<>- 
fe.ssion Avith earnestness and a con.secra- 
tion. The sermon Avas a gi and and prac- 
tical one and Ave are only .sorry that w 
have not the 
thti aliility to 


giA-e more of the tlu nights uttered by 
the elo(2uent S2)eaker in tire discu.s.sion 
of the interesting subject.

It was not considered that he re- 
niired wutcliiug, and at 10 o'clock Sut- 
irday night h« was left in his room. 


At some time during the night he 


tried to strangle liimself with a towel 
which was in the room. He wrapped it 
iround bis neck and with an end of the 
owcl in either hand in vain struggled to 
choke himself into unconsciousness. He 
nado no noise but took the sheet from 
the bed and tore two strips from it at 
either side where the selvage made the 
'abric stronger. These he tied together 
with a noose at one end. The other end 
10 tit*! to the foot board uf the bed and 
sitting on the floor slipped the noose 
over his head. He then threw himself 
Atckward and held himself there until 


strangled to death. He was found in 
at position yesterday morning.

(if them receive, is not an equivalent for 
tho service they give und the talents 
which they possess. 


After thus discussing their rights the 


speaker turned to the duties of the 
teachers and said they ought to bo 
models in society and tho world and 
should devote themselves to their pro- 
fession with earnestness and a consecra- 
tion.

THOMAS A. EDISON, the inventor, is 


LOW dividing his time between the joys 
of paternity and oxiwrimonts upon a 
new electric flying machine which he 
has been commissioned by the Spanish 
Government to make for war purposes. 
Tho system will be one of revolving 
fane, to which power is supplied by 
means of a wire connecting with an 
electric dynamo on the earth. The fans 
are not only to propel, but lift the air- 
ship. Then with a properly-equipped 
car an officer can ascend and take pho- 
tographs and sketches of the enemy's 
position, which 
will 
give a great 


strategic advantage to the Spanish com- 
mander. Mr. Edison is confident that 
his experiments will result successfully. 


ACCORDING to Prof. Gould's investi- 


gations, it appears that the aerial tele- 
graph wires on poles transmit electricity 
at tlie" rate of from 14,000 to 10,000 
miles per second, and that the velocity 
of tho transmission increases with the 
distance between the wires and the 
earth, or in other words, with the height 
of suspension; and that subterranean 
wires, like submarine cables, transmit 
with reduced rapidity. 
Again, while 


the wires suspended at a feeble height 
are known to transmit signals at a ve- 
locitv of some 12.000 miles per second, 
those that are suspended higher give a 
velocity of from 10,000 to 25,000 miles 
Wheatatone'fl claim of 288,000 miles, in 
his experiments, appears never to have 
been confirmed.
